That farmers should make an effort 


to discard ears of seed corn that give 


t any appearance of being affectfiJ with 
' root rot Is pointed out by specialists 
at the Ohio Experiment Station who 
are now working on a control for this 
plant disease. 


Root rot in corn is rather a misno- 


mer, it is stated, a« the effects of toe 
disease really appear in th* grains of 


the corn as veU as the roots of the 
plant. 


Generally, stalks ot cum a£Gect£d 


with root rot fall over before harvest 
time, but a white or pink mold on the 
cob or grams seems to be indisputable 
evidence that root rot is present. 


A flabby, weak-resistant easily-brok- 


en cob of a seed corn ear is indicative 
of root rot. 


Farmers last fan cocrplalaed of the 


great amount of moldy corn, believed 
to be due in seme instances to wet 
weather. 
Rainy weather causes root 


rot to be more noticeable during corn 
harvest. 


The planting of seed corn from ears 


that give no evidence of mold is but 
the first step in control, however, as 
the disease may be ia the soil or even 
in other farm cjops.
